On the other hand, the manufacturers 
will not say a word concerning the 
strike, and refuse to be quoted in any 
way. Repeated efforts to secure state- 
ments from President Corey of the 
American Sheet Steel Company, and 
General Manager I. W. Jenks of the 
Hoop Company have been met with the 
response that there was no change and 
nothing to be given out. The Amal- 
gamated people say that nothing, has 
been said to them of any plan for medi- 
ation or arbitration, and that they will 
continue to carry out their programme 
as originally announced. 

The closing down of the Clark min 
and of the Monessen sheet mill are 
looked upon as telling victories, and an 
almost complete tie-up of the three 
companies in the district. 

But one tin mill, that at Monessen, 
and one sheet mill, at Duncanville, re- 
main at work. The fact that the Na- 
tional Tube men (non-union) received a 
substantial advance in wages yester- 
day has caused discontent among the 
union men employed by the National 
Tube people at 
plant, and at the Republic mill on the 
South Side. The men here think they 
are entitled to a similar increase. To 
consider the matter, meetings were held 
tonight on the South Side, and it is said 
a demand will be made. The following 
telegram was received tonight: 

“WELLSVILLE, July 16.—The Wells- 
ville Rolling Mii will be run, and it will 
be run non- It will start tomor- 
row.

NO COMPROMISE. 
STEEL TRUST AGAINST UNIONISM

NEW YORK, Juli 16.—At the close 
of the day today, a representative of 
the highest interests in the United 
Steel Corporation authorized the state- 
ment that no conference concerning 
the steel strike had taken place during 
the day. and that none is likely to take 
piace until the Amalgamated Associa- 
tiem recedes from its present attitude.

When asked about President Mitch- 
ells statement last night, President 
Shaffer said: 

“I shall met ask the miners to go 
on such a strike. God help the poor 
coal miner. He is the best union man 
in the world, and the poorest paid of 
them all. He has troubles enough of 
his own, and we've no desire to in- 
volve him. But while I shall not in- 
vite or solicit a sympathetic strike, the 
Amalgamated Association stands ready 
at any time to affect an alliance with 
the United Mine Workers or any other 
unionized organization, many of whose 
members are employed by the United 
States Steel Corporation.” 

Assistant Secretary M. F. Tighe of 
the Amalgomated Association re- 
turned from Monessef, Pa., today where 
he went to organize a lodge in the 
steel-hoop mill of that place. He re- 
ported that a lodge was formed, and 
that he succeeded in closing the plant. 

Vice-president David. Reece reported 
to headquarters that he had organized 
the men in the Wi Clark's Sons 
mill. taking in the lodge 100 men out of 
the 500 employed, and as a result the 
plant was closed today.

A revised list of the plants of the 
three combinations affected by the 
strike was prepared this morning, to- 
gether with the number of skilled 
workers. The Tin Plate combination 
employs at {tg 270 mis 7290 skilled 
workers. Ot this number 6366 are on 
strike and 324 are working at the Na- 
tional Works at Monessen. 

The American Sheet Steel Company 
employs 4470 skilled men in its 166 
mills. Of this number 2250 skilled men 
are at work at fifty milis that have 
not been closed by the strike. The 
os of skilled men on strike is 
229. 

In the American Stcel' Hoop Company 
there are 7000 skilled workmen. and all 
but 250 at the Duncansville plant are 
idle. This makes 19,000 skilled workmen 
out at present. It is estimated that 
the unskilled labor in the various mills 
affected by the strike will run the total 
close to the claim of 74,000 idle men 
made by the Amalgamated Association. 

There were no disturbances at the 
Lindsay and Mutcheon plant today. 
Two furnaces are running, but the 
strikers are keeping away from the 
mill. Everything was very quiet about 
the Monongahela plant of the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate Company on the South 
Side. A few laborers and finishers are 
working and will be for several days 
until the unfinished product is made 
ready for the market. That the men 
believe the strike will continue for 
some time was made evident this 
morning when many of them left the 
city. 

A rumor was current in the Law- 
renceville district today that the work- 
ers in Carnegie’s upper union mills 
and the Black Diamond Steel plant“ 
had joined the strikers this afternoon, 
but this could not be confirmed. 

Officials Davies and Gibson are re- 
ported to have gone to Vandergrift to 
get the men out at that place, their 
success at Clark's and Monesten having 
encouraged them to make an effort to 
close the few remaining nonunion 
milis in this district and show an un- 
broken front to the manufacturers. 

The surprieing strength of the Amal- 
gamated Association at points that 
were considered the strongholds of the 
non-union element, is one of the fea- 
tures of the present steel strike.

The 
best they could do, it was said, was 
to press foremen and fire bosses into 
the service. This was done at a great 
many of the mines. 

The strikers claim that the engi- 

neers are friendly to them and that 
they will not work with non-union 
men. 
At the headquarters of the operators 
it was claimed that the demand of the 
strikers would not be entertained. The 
duration of the strike will depend upon 
the miners. If they stand by the strik- 
ing firemen, the lockout may be a long 
one., but if the miners return to work 
as soon as the companies fill: the places 
of the strikers, the strike will be lost 
to the firemen. It is known that there 
is much friction between the United 
Mine Workers and the firemen. The 
miners think that the strike is inop- 
portune and that the firemen should 
have waited until April next, when the 
present agreement between the opera- 
tors and miners will expire, before 
making their demands. 


OWER OF HIS COURT 
AGAINST PICKETING. 


UNITED STATES JUDGE CLARK 
SPEAKS HIS MIND PLAINLY. 


Acts of Boycotting and Violence not 
to Be Met by Injunction, but Inter-. 
ception of Men Going to or from 
Work May Be.

CINCINNATI, July 16.—Judge C. D. 
Clark of the United States District 
Court, during the hearing of the motion 
to dissolve the temporary injunction 
issued against the striking machinists, 
indicated very plainly to counsel for che 
defense what his opinion would be on 
the two points involved. He said that 
for picketing an injunction would be 
granted, but that acts of violence and 
even boycotting were not to be met 
by injunction. Said he: 

I have arrived at the conclusion, be- 
yond all shadow of doubt, that picket- 
ing is unlawful; that it is immoral and 


wrong. Counsel for the defense must 


understand plainly that I am opposed 
to picketing in any form whatever, and 
that I will prompuy make the power 
of this court felt against it.“ 

He described picketing as intercept- 
ing men whiie going to or from the fac- 
tory—anywhere, even miles away—by 
one man or by more than one, and any 
interference with ingress and egress of 
‘workmen. But Violence, he added. Is 
not to be remedied by injunction in 
this court. He announced that the de- 
cision of the case would rest on the 
point whether or not it would be shown 
whether or not there had been picket- 
ing. As his mind was made up on 
picketing, he asked counsel to cite au- 
thorities on that point.

PERFECT PHOTOS SECURED.

The observation ex- 
pedition which went to Sumatra to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun 
arrived in San Francisco e on the

A. N. Skinner of the Naval Observa- 
tory at Washington, and the observa- 
tions were directed by him,” said Prof. 
E. R. Barnard tonight. “The luckiest 
division was that which went to Fort 
De Kock. This consisted of Dr. W. 
S. Eichelberger, Dr. Humphreys and 
. H. Peters. The result of their work 
is most important, as they were fa- 
vored with perfectly clear weather, 
and their observations were absolutely 
successful. The division which went 
to Sawhloento had only partial suc- 
cess, though the clouds were not 60 
heavy at that place as at Solok. 

“Elght perfect photographs of the 
sun's corona were obtained at Fort 
De Kock. The expedition was under- 
taken for the purpose of studying the 
sun's corona, and as the instruments 
at Fort De Kock were ample for the 
purpose, though not the best of our 
collection, the results were most in- 
teresting and important. 

“Great value in the field of scien- 
tific research attaches to the procure- 
ment of these photographs, for the 
reason that the duration of totality 
Was greater than any that has been 
known since the invention of photog- 
raphy. For instance, the eclipse which 
occurred in North Carolina, last year, 
and which we all went to observe, 
gave a totality of only 1 min. 30 sec 
At Fort De Kock, the totality was 6 
min. 30 sec., affording ample oppor- 
tunity for use, of the strongest in- 
struments and allowing long exposures 
of negatives.

SHOOTING BEGINS.

KILLED BY OPIUM. 
Whether Samarana, the Mexican, 
Committed Suicide or Was Slain by 
Another May Never Be Known. 


The Coroner held an inquest yester- 
day on the body of Manuel Samarana, 
who died at the Receiving Hospital the 
night before. An autopsy revealed that 
death had been caused by opium pois- 
whether self-administered, 
with suicidal intent or otherwise, or 
whether some other person gave the 
Mexican the fatal dose, will perhaps 
never be known. 

The most important witness was a 
negro named Dangerfield, who works at 
the Montezuma saloon, the joint at Los 
Angeles street and the Plaza, formerly 
known as the Remember the Maine.“ 
This witness swore that Samarana 
came into the saloon Monday afternoon 
and sat near the rear door. He ap- 
peared very drunk, and did not take 
anything there. He went to sleep in a 
chair, and Dangerfield tried to arouse 
him to order him out. The man could 
not be aroused, and seeing that he was 
suffering from something more than 
drink, a patrol wagon was called. Sa- 
marana died four hours later in the 
The Coroner's jury returned a verdict 
of death from —- potsoning. 

The officers w have been working 
on the case have learned that Sama- 
rana visited a number of saloons Mon- 
day afternoon, and that he had been 
drinking heavily. His statement that 
he had had fifteen glasses of beer with- 
in an hour has been found to be true, 
and he probably drank more. He was 
seen in company with another Mexican, 
who was also drunk. It has been as- 
certained that the deceased had been 
despondent before coming to this city 
from Lamanda Park, and from this it is 
supposed that. he took the poison with 
suicidal intent.

BLE COMMENT. 

In the Herald of yesterday, on 
page 1, among the telegraph dis- 
patches, we read: “Seventy-four 
thousand steel men on strike 
Should the strike be prolonged many 
interests would be“ sure to suffer. 
- « «+ The possibilities of the strike 
are startling.” 

On page 6 of the same number 
of the Herald, in the editorial column, 
an article on the “Midsummer Labor 
Situation” opens as follows:: 

“As we pass into the second halt 
of July there is still no apparent 
cause for alarm in the general labor 
situation. The fears of industrial 
stagnation resulting from strikes that 
prevailed a few weeks ago, thus far 
have not been realized. In fact, there 
is nothing in the present outlook to 
warrant serious apprehension, notwith- 
standing the apparent gravity of af- 
fairs at Pittsburgh. Present conditions 
point to comparative quietude in labor 
matters during the remainder of the 
summer season.” 

This is what may appropriately be 
termed “able comment,” of the non- 
committal order. The fact is that the 
United States is confronted today by 
what promises to become the most 
serious contest between capital and 
labor that this country has ever wit- 
nessed. The workingmen—or, at least, 
the leaders of the labor unions—are 
determined that the unions shall, be 
recognized by manufacturing establish- 
ments as such, while on the other 
hand the employers are equally de- 
termined upon running their enter- 
prises to suit themselves.

TEEL WORKERS’ STRIKE. 
There is every indication that 
the pending strike among steel work- 
ers will be a prolonged one, and that 
it will involve, before it is ended, an 
even larger number of men than those 
already out. The idle men-may yet 
number more than 150,000. 

This strike is not for higher wages. 
So far as appears from the dispatches 
there is no dispute as to the rate of 
wages. Nor is it a strike for shorter 
hours of labor. These, also, appear to 
be satisfactory. It is a strike for 
“recognition” of the unjon organization 
in all the mills owned or operated by 
the American Steel Company. . 

Reduced to its simplest and most 
obvious terms, the demand of the 
strikers is that their employers shall 
compel every one of their employés 
to join the union on pain of being re- 
fused en ployment. Or, in effect, that 
the employers shall establish a-black- 
list, which shall include every appli- 
cant for employment: who refuses to 
become a member of the union. 

This is the real purport and signif- 
icance of the demands made by the 
strikers, and no amount of sophistry 
can change that fact, nor conceal it, 
nor argue it away. | * 

Is it necessary to point out the fact 
that such demands as these are un- 
American? Is it not obvious that they 
are violative of the spirit of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, which 
guarantees the widest personal liberty, 
under the law, to every citizen? If 
certain men are compelled to join an 
organization against their will, on pain 
of being deprived of the right to earn 
an honest living by honest toil, are 
they not defrauded of rights which are 
justly theirs under the sacred guaran- 
tees of the organic law of the land 

These questions furnish their own 
obvious answer. The strikers are ask- 
ing their employers to take a course 
of action which they themselves would 


be swift to denounce and condemn if 


it were taken in any other interest 
than their own. Suppose the em- 
ployers should establish a rule that 
no person should be given employ- 
ment in their mills unless he were 
willing to become a member of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, or to 
profess allegiance to the Mohammedan 
faith, or to join the ranks of some 
political party? Would not these 
strikers be the first to protest, with 
all the vigor they could command. 
against so arbitrary, unreasonable, 
and unjust a requirement? Certainly 
they would—and properly. Yet they 
are demanding the establishment, by 
their employers, of a rule not a parti- 
cle less unjust and un-American; and 
because of the refusal of their em- 
ployers to yield: to so unreasonable a 
demand. they are endeavoring to crip- 
ple the establishments which have 
given them employment, at wages of 
which they make no complaint, and 
at hours of labor which were satis- 
factory to them. 


there is no telling where it will end, 
nor to what extent it will injure the 
industries of the country. Such con- 
flicts are ruinous if long continued, 
and injurious to all interests, even if 
they are of only short duration. For 
some years past people of all classes 
in the United States have enjoyed a 
season of remarkable prosperity—the 
most remarkable industrial era ever 
known within the history of the 
nation. There is no good reason why 
this prosperity should not continue 
indefinitely, if the fonditions which 
have created it are allowed to remain 
in force, instead of being destroyed 
by needless and unjustifiable labor 
wrangles. 

In proportion as these hurtful con- 
flicts are precipitated and kept up, 
in that proportion will industrial and 
other interests suffer. The principal 
sufferers, however, will necessarily be 
the men who work for wages. If the 
suffering could be confined to those 
who are responsible for precipitating 
the trouble, retributory justice would 
be well satisfied. But, unfortunately, 
in difficulties of this kind, the innocent 
must suffer with the guilty. And it 
is generally the innocent—the wives 
and children of men deprived of work 
or who voluntarily quit work—who 
suffer most.

THE CRISIS IN CHINA 


NO OPENING 


OF DEADLOCK. 


Even the Ministers are 
Becoming Alarmed. 


British-Russian Dispute 
a Stumbling Block. 
Li Hung ‘Chang Calling on 


the Powers to Present 
Complete Plans. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

PEKING, July 16.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] The ministers of the powers now 
freély admit that the prospect of a 
conclusion of negotiations is growing 
darker. The situation is most serious, 
as the deadlock has continued for more 


than a month. The meeting arranged 


for today was postponed because it was 
apparent that the proceedings would be 
fruitiess. 


It was at the meeting of July 11 that 
the ministers had something in the na- 
ture of an agreement as to the indem- 
nity. but almost immediately a radical 
difference developed between Great 
Britain and Russia as to the details of 
the plan of payment. All the ministers 
were in accord with the scheme early 
in June, subject to the approval of 
their governments, but Great Britain 
disapproved of the arrangement on the 
ground that it did not adequately pro- 
tect her commercial interests. The neu- 
tral ministers assert that either Great 
Britain or Rssia must make material 
concessions before a conclusion of the 
agreement is possible. 
Meanwhile the committees of the 
ministers are working upon compara- 
tively uninportant details, such as im- 
provements in navi-ation, but if the 
financial question were settled, the ne- 
gotiations could be closed in a day. 
..Li Hung Chang keeps sending stren- 
uous requests to the ministers of. the 
powers to present a complete plan. He 
represents that China is willing to ac- 
cept any reasonable terms, and is 
chiefly anxious to know definitely what 
the powers require, 60 that she may 
begin compliance with the terms. 

The ministers regard newspaper ac- 
cusations of on their 
part as exceedingly unjust. The gov- 
ernment and not the ministers are re- 
sponsible, the minister: say, for the 
deadlock. 

RUSSIA SECURES ALLY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WAHINGTON, July 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Advices were received at 
the State Department today that an- 
other power had joined with Russia in 
opposing the efforts of the United States 
and other nations to permit Japan to 
increase the demand for indemnity in 
order to cover the reduction that would 
be made in the aggreg:@> claims of 
that country through the necessity of 
selling Chinese indemnity bonds at 88 
instead of at par. The name of Russia's 
ally cannot be ascertained at the State 
Department. 

Russia’s attitude in this matter 18 
said to be the main cause of delay at 
Peking in determining the manner in 
which Chinese bonds shall be guaran- 
teed. All nations whose credit is good, 
including the United States, favor a 
division of bonds among several pow- 
ers in amounts proportionate to de- 
mands, and letting th dispose of the 
bonds as they see . This method 
would force each nation to guarantee 
bonds it received. 

Russia favors an international guar- 
antee of all bonds. This would enable 
her to sell bonds at par, as nations of 
high financial standing would be re- 
sponsible for the payment of bonds 
given to Russia as well as those re- 
ceived by themselves. Japan has been 
in favor of an international guarantee, 
and it is evident that Russia suspects, 
zt the Japanese indemnity shall be 
increased, that the nations will join 
those nations which advocate in- 
dividual guarantees. Although Japan 
furnished most of the troops that par- 
ticipated in the Peking relief ge 
tion, she asked for only $24.000, to 
cover not only military expenses, but 
all claims for indemnity, including 
that for the murder of the chancellor 


of the Japanese legation at Peking. 
When J n found she could not float 
Chinese nds at more than 86, she 


asked the powers, in view of her ex- 
ceedingly reasonable demands, to per- 
mit her to increase her demands 80 
as to make up the 14 per cent. loss, 
amounting to more than $3,090,000. 
This the United States consented to 
do. and other powers are in favor of 
it also. 


BRITISH AT TIEN-TSIN. 
TIEN-TSIN, July 16.—The orders for 
the departure of the Bombay cavalry 
have been countermanded, and the 
strength of the British troops remain- 
ing here will be increased by 1000 men.

C. Donald Lowrie Sentenced to Five 
Years in the Penitentiary at San 


Quentin—Jury’s Leniency Toward the 
Young Man. 


C. Donald Lowrie, the college-bred 
young stenographer and book-keeper, 
who was convicted last week of bur- 
giary, got his sentence yesterday. It 
was the limit—five years in the peni- 


tentiary at San Quentin. The jury's 
verdict against Lowrie was burglary 


in the second degree; that is, burglary | 
committed in the daytime. But there Washburn, 


took place in the night-time. 

‘Consequently the verdict was con- 
trary to the evidence, but not preju- 
dicial to the defendant, so that he 
could not reasonably raise objection. 
Technically, however, the verdict 
should have been either guilty or not 

ity of burglary in the first degree, 

it is evident that the jury wished 

to be lenient toward the prisoner, and 
compromised a bit. 

“They seemed to have given him 
the benefit of the doubt,” said Attorney 
Shinn yesterday, in arguing for a 
new trial, “but in doing so they gave 
him second degree. Like an Illinois 
jury in a murder case, they thought 
the defendant should have the benefit 
of the doubt, and gave him twelve 


years. 
But Ju Smith overruled the mo- 
tion for a w trial. 
Mr. Shinn also thought that Lowrie 
had been treated unfairly by Deputy 


District Attorney McComas, who in 
his arguments to the jury had referred 


to the defendant as a dude, who stated 


t he was hard up, when Solomon

“Mr. Lowrie,” remarked Judge Smith, 
“the spectacle you present as a young 
man before this court is very sug- 
gestive, but I shall refrain from giv- 
ing expression to the many things 
that might be said on this occasion. 
It is the judgment of this court that 
you be confined in the State's prison 
at San Quentin for five years.” 

Whether Lowrie will appeal is con- 
ditional on the dismissal of another 
burglary case now pending against 
him, set for trial in September, and 
on receipt of the necessary funds 
from his mother, who is a physician 
in Boston. ; 


GRISWOLD TESTIFIES. | 
WHY HE ARRESTED SISTER. 
The feature of yesterday’s proceed- 

ings in the $50,000 Griswold damage 
sult was the testimony of the defend- 
ant brother, W. R. Griswold, who 
caused the arrest of his sister, Miss 
May Griswold, on November 17, for 
insanity, which charge was not sus- 
tained. He was on the stand all day, 
practically, and related at great length 
the words and deeds of Migs May that

On cross- 
examination, however, he admitted 
that he prepared the complaint about 
the middle of September, and did not 
serve it until November 17, not hav- 
ing seen his sister for perhaps a 
month, but having learned that she 
had made divers threats to kill.

IN BUSINESS ROW. 


HE WILL FIGHT ACTIONS AT LAW 
TO A FINISH.

Appeals from Sentence to Pay a Fine 
for Malicious Mischief—Big Damage 
Suit to Result from Sale of a Dental 
Establishment.

Dr. M. E. Spinks was fined $50 yes- 
terday for malicious mischief, by Jus- 
tice Morgan, but Spinks is spunky, 
and will appeal his case to the Supe- 
rior Court. 

Spinks owns a business block at Fifth 
and Hill streets, and he formerly prac- 
ticed dentistry there. His business 
prospered, and looked good to Dr. W. 
A. Hutchason, a young dentist who 
came to Los.Angeles from Illinois some 
months ago in search of a location. He 
opened negotiations with Spinks, and 
bought him out, the purchase price of 
Spinks's offices, equipments, practice 
and good will deing $10,000, part of 
which was paid in cash, the rest to be 
paid in monthly installments, some- 
thing over $6000 having heen paid on 
the transaction to date. 

When Hutchason took possession he 
allowed Spinks’s name to remain on 
the signs at the stajrway, on the doors 
and over the roof of the dental estab- 
lishment. He thought the name o 
Spinks would be a good drawing card 
for business, and that he would thus 
get all of his predecessor's business. 

But a few weeks ago Spinks con- 
ceived the idea that his old shop was 
not being run in a manner that would 
reflect credit on his name. He wanted 
to remove his signs, but Hutchason ob- 
jected on the ground that he had 
bought the entire establishment, pay- 
ing therefor an exorbitant price, and 
the signs were accordingly his personal 
property. He, however, agreed to 
change the signs so as to read Suc- 
cessor to Dr. M. E. Spinks.” 

Dr. Spinks objected even to this 
modified use of his name, and removed 
the signs under cover of night. He 
carried away the sign boards attached 
to the roof and stairway, and u a 
strong chemical compound to scour the 
gilt-lettered signs off the doors of the 
office. 

his bold move incensed Dr. Hutch- 
ason, and he caused Spinks to be ar- 
rested for malicious mischief. Spinks 
pleaded no* guilty when arraigned be- 
fore Justice Morgan, bu: his trial Mon- 
day resulted in his conviction. | 

Spinks appeared for sentence yester- 
day, and was fined $50, with the alter- 
native of twenty-five days’ imprison- 
ment. But he did not pay the fine nor 
go to jail, as he is not yet done fight- 
ing. He gave notice of appeal from 
the judgment of the court, and filed a 
bail bond to carry the case to the Su- 
péerior Court. 

Should Dr. Spinks win in the upper 
court, his troubles with Hutchason will 
not yet be ended, for Attorney E. L. 
Hutchison (El Hutch,) counsel for his 
namesake who spells his surname with 
an a. is drawing up a complaint 
against Spinks in an action for dam- 
ages, by which Hutchason expects to 
recover $12,000, more or lese, from 
Spinks for breach of contract. The 
complaint in the damage suit will al- 
lege that Spinks, who was to retire eu- 
tirely from the practice of dentistry in 


this city and lend to his successor

It will also be alleged that 
Hutchason was grossly dectived as to 
the value of the fixtures and practice 
of Dr. Spinks when he was induced to 
buy the latter out for $10,000. It is 
now contended by the purchaser, that 
the business was never worth that 
sum, even with the good will of Dr. 
Spinks thrown in. Damages will also 


be asked for the signs which Spinks 


surreptiously removed. 

Spinks has retained legal counsel 
and will fight the various actions 
against him to a finish. He is very 
spunky.

At is this spirit among business men 
and promoters of industry that keeps 
Los Angeles from being bound by such 
shackles as have now so severely 
pinched San Francisco and Chicago.

am out of it now, but I may return, 
as this ie my home. There have been 
secret forces at work against me to 
get me out, and I am on.“ 

Some of Ince'’s former co-workers say 
they are on,“ too. They declare Ince has 
sucked the orange dry, and is going 
away because there is no more juice 
for him here.

PARIS, July 16.—- [BV Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) P. Baudin, Minister of Public 
Works, was shot at while driving to a 
Cabinet meeting at the Elysee Palace 
today by a woman who was accom- 
panied by a ten-year-old child. She 
approached M. Baudin's carriage. and 
suddenly drawing a revolver, fired at 
the Minijter. M. Baudin was not hit, 
and proceeded to the Elysee Palace. 

The woman was arrested, and gave 
her nome as Ogelska, and said she 
‘lived at Naterre. Her husband is a 
Pole and was an architect at Nice un- 
til 1894. Mme. Ogelska asserts that 
she had no intention of hitting M. 
Baudin, but that she fired her re- 
volver in the air to draw attention to 
alleged grievance of her husband.

Ogelska, a naturalized Frenchman, 
holding a government receivership, in 
the neighborhood of Paris. He be- 
lieves he is being deprived of money 
due to him by the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. 

Madame Olzewsky appears, accord- 
ing to later accounts, to have fired 
her pistol in me air when Mu. Baudin's 
carriage was passing. She said site 
thought M. Delcasse (Minister of For- 
eign Affairs) was in the carriage. Her 
grievance was based upon the fact 
that in 1896 her husband, Count Olzew- 
sky, was inveigied in Nice across the 
frontier to Italian territory, where he 
was arrested on false denunciation as 
a Spy. 

He was released a month later and 
asked the French goverument, through 
the Minister of Foreien Affairs, to de- 
mand of Italy the payment of f.100- 
000 compensation, asserting that 
his arrest had ruined his business. He 
received: from the foreign officer sums 
amounting to f.9800 and .his po- 
sition as tax collector, or receiver, for 
the government, worth f.2800 a year.

MIDNIGHT FISH STORIES FROM 
SANTA CATALINA. 


Police Commissioner Keeney Gets His 
Work In — Excellent Scores by 
Marksmen at the Tournament of the 
Avalon Gun Club. 


AVALON, July 16—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent, } 
Three tuna were brought in last night. 
and it was near midnight when two of 
them were reported. Mra. Dickerson, 
who is now recognized as one of the 
best anglers on the island, brought in 
her third fish for the season, about 
11 o’clock.

He is the best union man 
in the world, and the poorest paid of 
them all. He has troubles enough of 
his own, and we've no desire to in- 
volve him. But while I 
vite or solicit a sympathetic strike, the 
Amalgamated Association stands ready 
at any time to affect an alliance with 
the United Mine Workers or any other 
unionized organization, many of whose 
members are employed by the United 
States Steel Corporation.” 

Assistant Secretary M. F. Tighe of 
the Amalgamated Association _re- 
turned from Monessen, Pa., today where 
he went to organize a lodge in the 
steel-hoop mill of that place. He re- 
ported that a lodge was formed, and 
that he succeeded in closing the plant. 

Vice-president David Reece reported 
to headquarters that he had organized 
the men in the William Clark's Sons 
mill, taking in the lodge 100 men out of 
the 500 employed, and as a result the 
plant was closed today.

A revised list of the plants of the 
three combinations affected by the 
strike was prepared this morning, to- 
gether with the number of skilled 
workers. The Tin Plate combination 
employs at its 270 mills 7290 skilled 
workers. Of this number 6966 are on 
strike and 324 are working at the Na- 
tional Works at Monessen. 

The American Sheet Steel Company 
employs 4470 skilled men in its 166 
mills. Of this number 2250 skilled men 
are at work at fifty mills that have 
not been closed by the strike. The 
number of skilled men on strike is 
5220. 

In the American Steel Hoop Company 
there are 7000 skilled workmen, and all 
but 250 at the Duncansville plant are 
le. This makes 19,000 skilled workmen 
out at present.

OWER OF HIS COURT

UNITED STATES JUDGE CLARK 
SPEAKS HIS MIND PLAINLY.

Acts of Boycotting and Violence not 
to Be Met by Injunction, but Inter- 


ception of Men Going to or from 
Work May Be.

CINCINNATI, July 16.—Judge C. D. 
Clark of the United States District 
Court, during the hearing of the motion 
to dissolve the temporary injunction 
issued against the striking. machinists, 
indicated very plainly to counsel for the 
defense what his opinion would be on 
the two points involved. He said that 
for picketing an injunction would be 
granted, but that acts of violence and 
even boycotting were not to be met 
by injunction. id he: 

“I have arriv at the conclusion, be- 
yond all shado f doubt, that picket- 
ing is unlawful;"That it is immoral and 
wrong. Counsel for the defense must 
understand plainly that I am opposed 
to picketing in any form whatever, and 
that I will promptly make the power 
of this court felt against it. 23 

He described picketing as intercept- 
ing men while going to or from the fac- 
tory—anywhere, even miles away—by 
one man or by more than one, and any 
interference with Ingress and egress of 
workmen. But violence, he added, ts 
not to be remedied by injunction in 
this court. He announced that the de 
cision of the case would rest on the 
point whether or not it would be shown 
whether or not there had been picket- 
ing.

TRADE WITH BELGIUM. 

OUR MACHINERY MUCH SOUGHT. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M,} 

WASHINGTON. July 16.— The Bu- 
reau of Foreign Commerce of the State 
Department has made public a chap- 
ter of the volume entitled “Commer- 
cial relations for 1900,” which is now 
in press, this extract dealing with 
United States trade with Belgium, 
According to Consul Winslow at Liege, 
Belgium its a manufacturing country, 
having exported last year $350,000,000 
worth and imported over $400,000,000 
worth. Of the imports, the United 
States contributed over $56,000,000 
worth, and received some $13,000,000 


+ worth of the exports. 


Consul-General Lincoln at Antwerp 
says that the trade between the two 
countries last year was marked by «4 
large gain in imports of corn from the 
United States, and increased impor 
tation of firearms into the United 
States, and a decrease in the importa- 
tion into Belgium of American-refined 
petroleum, bicycles, hemp, wheat and 
salted or smoked meats. : 

Our itron-working machinery, accord- 
ing to Consul Winslow, is sought by 
Belgium manufacturers in preference 
to all other kinds, even at an advance 
in price over the machinery of other 
countries and thelr own. The Ger- 
man imitation is admitted, he says, 


to fall far short of the American 
original. 
American machinery, it is stated, 


has wonderfully changed the manner 
of making firearms in Belgium, and 
many of the cheaper weapons are 
now made by automatic machinery at 
a great reduction of prices. During 
the first three-quarters of 1900, at least 
160,000 of what are known as machine. 
made guns were shipped to the United 
States. 


BIG PENSION BUSINESS. 
ROLL HAS BEEN LENGTHENED.

GREAT HUGUENOT MERCHANTS. 

In the industrial world the Hugue- 
nota have uniformly enriched every 
land wherein they settled. A large 
number of the exiles who made their 
homes in New York and Boston were 
merchants from La Rochelle, who car- 
ried their thrift and enterprise with 
them to the New World and soon stud- 
ded our seaports with great mercantile 
houses. Among the Rochelle merchants 
to flee to America and settie in New 
England were Gabriel Bernon of a pa- 
triclan family; Pierre Bawdoin, found- 
er of the 1 family; Benjamin 
and Audri Faneuil; Louis Allaire and 
Stephen Bautineau. Pierre Jay fied to 
New York. Isaac Hazick went to 
Charleston, 8. C. All of the foregoing 
came about the revocation period (1686) 
and founded the greatest business 
houses in America. Other refugees 
who laid the foundations of great for- 
tunes in America were the Ravenals 
of Charleston, S. C.; Des Brossis, 
Guion and Goelet of New. York. The 
remarkable financial ability of the race 
is well illustrated by the fortune 
amassed by the immigrant John Jacob 
Astor, who was of a refuee fanily that 
fled to Germany. Stephen Girard, the 
merchant prince and philanthropist, al- 
though himself a rather passive re- 
ligionist, well illustrates the trait. 
Many of the great financiers of today 
are of direct Huguenot descent. A. J. 
Cassatt, president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, is a notable example. 

The business success of the Hugue- 
nots en bled them, or their descend- 
ants after them, to out many 
benevolent designs, hence they were 
pioneers in many humane enterprises. 
FOUNDERS OF GREAT INSTITU- 

TIONS. 


Faneuil Hall of Boston, aptly called 
“The Cradle of Liberty,” was a gift to 
the city by the Huguenot merchant 
Peter Faneuil. Bowdoin College was 
named in honor of Gov. James Bow- 
doin, of Huguenot parentage, a pro- 
found scholar and astute diplomat, and 
the first president of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. Both 
he and his only son, James, United 
States Minister to Spain in 1805, left 
rich legacies for ite support. Röderts 
College, at Constantinople, is another 
Huguenot memorial, founded by the late 
C. R. Roberts of New York, a descend- 
ant of Daniel Roberts of Rochelle, who 
came to America at the revocation. 

Gallaudet College at Washington, 
D. C., founded by the Rev. Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet (1787-1851) and his 
no less distinguished sons, is the great- 
est institution for the deaf and dumb 
and the first of ite kind in the world. 

Vassar College, the greatest institu- 
tion of learning in the world for wom- 
en was founded in 1861 by Matthew 
Vassar of Poughkeepsie, N. *. whose 
ancestors fled from to England 
at the revocation. 

Joel Robert Poinsett (1779-1851,) one of 
the greatest publicists this country 
ever prod „ and Secretary of War 
in President Van Buren’s Cabinet, was 
the founder of the Southern Academy 
of Fine Arts, and practically also of 
“oe Museum at Washington, 


Andrew Doz, Jr., son of the refugee, 
established the first great charities in 
Philadelphia. century later Stephen 
Girard (1750-1831,) not as a Huguenot 
but as a hwvmanitarian, 
what is now the greatest vested char- 
ity in the world.

Three of the Presidents of the Conti- 
nental Congress were Huguenots— 
namely, John Jay of New York, Elias 
Boudinot of Pennsylvania and Henry 
Laurens of South Carolina. Jay and 
Laurens were two of the three Ameri- 
ean signatories to the Treaty of Peace 
with England, November 3, 1782. This 
treaty was ratified by Congress in 
April, 1783, but did not become ef- 
fective until 1 by the Huguenot 
President, Boudinot. After this John 
Jay, as Plenipotentiary, signed the 
on Treaty of Paris September 3, 

Thirty-one years later, two Hugue- 
nots again negotiated the Treaty of 
Peace, after the War of n

In the Herald of yesterday, on 
page 1, among the telegraph dis- 
patches, we read: “Seventy-four 
thousand steel.men on strike. . 
Should the strike be prolonged many 
interests woulg be sure to suffer. 
The possibilities of the strike 
are startling.” 

On page 6 of the same number 
of the Herald, in the editorial column, 
an article on the “Midsummer Labor 
Situation” opens as follows: 

“As we pass into the“ second halr 
of July there is still no apparent 
cause for alarm in the general labor 
situation. The fears of industrial 
stagnation resulting from strikes that 
prevailed a few weeks ago, thus far 
have not been realized. In fact, there 
is nothing in the present outlook to 
warrant serious apprehension, notwith- 

ding the apparent gravity of af- 
fairs at Pittsburgh. Present conditions 
point to comparative quietude in labor 
matters during the remainder of the 
summer season.” 

This is what may appropriately be 
termed “able comment,” of the non- 
committal order. The fact is that the 
United States is confronted today by 
what promises to become the most 
serious contest between capital and 
labor that this country has ever wit- 
nessed. The workingmen—or, at least, 
the leaders of the labor unions—are 
determined that the unions shall be 
recognized by manufacturing establish- 
ments as such, while on the other 
hand the employers are equally de- 
termined upon running their enter- 
prises to suit themselves. The situa- 
tion is what our French friends would 
call an “impasse,” and we can see 
no way out of the difficulty until one 
or the other of the parties at issue 
is downed. 

The intelligent man who fails to 
recognize the true import of the pres- 
ent situation in the industrial world 
must surely be suffering from impair- 
ment of mental visten—or he is a 
cowardly demagogue. 


There is every indication that 
the pending strike among steel work- 
ers will be a prolonged one, and that 
it will involve, before it is ended, an 
even larger number of men than those 
already out. The idle men may yet 
number more than 150,000. 

This strike is not for higher wages. 
So far as appears from the dispatches 
there is no dispute as to the rate of 
wages. Nor is it a strike for shorter 
hours of labor. These, also, appear to 
be satisfactory. It is a strike for 
“recognition” of the union organization 
in all the mills owned or operated by 
the American Steel Company. 

Reduced to its simplest and most 
obvious terms, the demand of the 
strikers is that their employers shall 
compel every one of their employés 
to join the union on pain of being re- 
fused en ployment. Or, in effect, that 
the employers shall establish a black- 
list, which shall include every appli- 
cant for employment who refuses to 
become a member of the union. 

This is the real purport and signif- 
feance of the demands made by the 
strikers, and no amount of sophistry 
can change that fact, nor conceal it, 
nor argue it away. “ 

Is it necessary to point out the fact 
that such demands as these are un- 
American? Is it not obvious that they 
are violative of the spirit ofthe Consti- 
tution of the United States, which 
guarantees the widest personal liberty, 
under the law, to every citizen? If 
certain men are compelled to join an 
organization against their will, on pain 
of being deprived of the right to earn 
an honest living by honest toil, are 
they not defrauded of rights which are 
justly theirs under the sacred guaran- 
tees of the organic law of the land 

These questions furnish their own 
obvious answer. The strikers are ask- 
ing their employers to take a course 
of action which they themselves would 
be swift to denounce and condemn if 
it were taken in any other interest 
than their own. Suppose the em- 
ployers should establish a rule that 
no person should be given employ- 
ment in their mills unless he were 
willing to become a member of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, or to 
profess allegiance to the Mohammedan 
faith, or to join the ranks of some 
political party? 
strikers be the first to protest, with 
all the vigor they could command. 
against so arbitrary, “unreasonable. 
and unjust a requirement? Certainly 
they would—and properly. Yet they 
are demanding the establishment, by 

their employers, of a rule not a’ parti- 

cle less unjust and un-American; and 
‘because of the refusal of their em- 
ployers to yield to sp unreasonable a 
demand, they are endeavoring to crip- 
ple the establishments which have 
| given them employment, at wages of 
which they make no complaint, and 
at hours of labor which were satis- 
factory to them. ,

flicts are ruinous if long continued, 
and injurious to all interests, even if 
they are of only short duration. For 
some years past people of all classes 
in the United States have enjoyed a 
season of remarkable prosperity—the 
most remarkable industrial era ever 
known within the history of the 
nation. There is no good reason why 
this prosperity should not continue 
indefinitely, if the conditions which 
have created it are allowed to remain 
in force, instead of being destroyed 
by needless and unjustifiable labor 
wrangles. 

In proportion as these hurtful con- 
flicts are precipitated and kept up. 
in that proportion will Industrial and 
other interests suffer. The principal 
sufferers, however, will necessarily be 
the men who work for wages. ‘If the 
suffering could be confined to those 
who are responsible for precipitating 
the trouble, retributory justice would 
be well satisfied. But, unfortunately, 
in difficulties of this kind, the innocent 
must suffer with the guilty. And it 
is generally the innocent—the . wives 
and children of men deprived of work 
or who voluntarily quit work—who 
suffer most.

THE CRISIS IN CHINA 


NO OPENING | 
OF DEADLOCK. 


Even the Ministers are 
Becoming Alarmed. 


British-Russian Dispute 
a Stumbling Block.

‘Li Hung Chang Calling on 
the Powers to Present 
Complete Plans. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

PEKING, July 16.— [BV Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] The ministers of the powers now 
freely admit that the prospectgof a 
conclusion of negotiations is ing 
darker. The situation ig most serious, 
as the deadlock has continued for more 
than a month. The meeting arranged 
for today was postponed because it was 
apparent that the proceedings would be 
fruitless. 

It was at the meeting of July 11 that 
the ministers had something in the na- 
ture of an agreement as to the indem- 
nity, but almost immediately a radical 
difference developed between Great 
Britain and Russia as to the details of 
the plan of payment. All the ministers 
were in accord with the scheme early 
in June, subject to the approval of 
their governments, but Great Britain 
disapproved of the arrangement on the 
ground that it did not adequately pro- 
tect her commercial interests. The neu- 
tral ministers assert that either Great 
Britain or Resia must make material 
concessions before a conclusion of the 
agreement is possible. 

Meanwhile the committees of the 
ministers are working upon compara- 
tively uninportant details, such as im- 
provements in navi ation, but if the 
financial question were settled, the ne- 
gotiations could be closed in a day. 

Li Hung Chang Keeps sending stren- 
uous requests to the ministers of the 
powers to present a complete plan. He 
represents that China is willing to ac- 
cept any reasonable d terms, and is 
chiefly anxious to know definitely what 
the powers require, so that she may 
begin compliance with the terms. 

The ministers regard newspaper ac- 
cusations of proctastination on their 
part as exceedingly unjust. The gov- 
sponsible, the ministers say, for the 
deadlock.

Russia's attitude in this matter is

teed. All nations whose credit is good, 
including the United States, favor a 
division of bonds among several pow- 
ers in amounts proportionate to de- 
mands, and letting them dispose of the 
bonds as they see fit. This method 
would force each nation to guarantee 
bonds it received. 

Russia favors an international guar- 
antee t all bonds. This would enable 
her to sell bonds at par, as nations of 
high financial standing would de re- 
sponsible for the payment of bonds 
given to Russia as well as those re- 
ceived by themselves. Japan has been 
in favor of an international guarantee, 
and it is evident that Russia suspects, 
tf the Japanese indemnity shall be 
increased, that the nations will join 
those nations which advocate in- 
dividual guarantees. Although Japan 
furnished most of the troops that par- 
in the Peking relief expedi- 
tion, asked for only $24,000,000 to 
cover not only military expenses, but 
all claims for indemnity, including 
that for the murder of the chancellor 
of the Japanese legation at Peking. 
When Japan found she could not float 
Chinese bonds at more than 886, she 
asked the powers, in view of her ex- 
ceedingly reasonable demands, to per- 
mit her to increase her demands so 
as to make up the 14 per cent. loss, 
amounting to more than $3,000,000. 
This the United States consented to 
do. and other powers are in favor of 
it also.

LUCKY SUMATRA EXPEDITION. 


PERFECT PHOTOS SECURED. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The observation ex- 
pedition which went to Sumatra to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun 
arrived in San Francisco today on the 
transport Indiana. 

“The expedition was headed by Prof. 
A. N. Skinner of the Naval Observa- 
tory at Washington, and the observa- 
tions were directed by him,” said Prof. 
E. R. Barnard tonight. The luckiest 
division was that which went to Fort 
De Kock. This consisted of Dr. W. 
8. Eichelberger. Dr. Humphreys and 
C. H. Peters. The result of their work 
is most important, as they were fa- 
vored with perfectly clear weather, 
and their observations were absolutely 
successful. The division which went 
to Sawhloento had only partial suc- 
cess, though the clouds were not 80 
heavy at that place as at Solok. * 

“Eight perfect photographs of the 
sun's corona were obtained at Fort 
De Kock. The expedition was under- 
taken for the purpose of studying the 
sun's corona, and as the instruments 
at Fort De Kock were ample for the 
purpose, though not the best of our 
collection, the results were most in- 
teresting and important. 

“Great value in the fleld of scien- 
tific research attaches to the procure- 
ment of these photographs, for the 
reason that the duration of totality 
was greater than any that has been 
known since the invention of photog- 
raphy. For instance, the eclipse which 
occurred in North Carolina, last year, 
and which we ail went to. observe, 
gave a totality of only 1 min. 30 sec. 
At Fort De Kock, the totality was 6 
min. 30 sec., affording ample oppor- 
tunity for use of the strongest in- 
struments and allowing long exposures 
of negatives. All these conditions con- 
tributed to the success of the obser- 
vations.”

Of 188 prisoners, 51 have already 
completed their sentences in the Phil- 
ippines, and the remaining 137 are to 
serve from one to thirty years for va-

The prisoners gave little trouble dur- 
ing the trip until three days ago, when 
a number of the most desnerate men 
succeeded in stowing themselves away 
in the hold, evidently expecting to be 
overlooked. They were prodded out. 

Among the prisoners are three com- 
missary sergeants of the army, who 
were implicated in frauds unearthed 
at Manila last March. The men are 
John Mason, who has served twenty- 
six years in the army; Charies Wood- 
cock and Henry Wilson. They appro- 
priated army supplies.

MEXICAN ENGINEERS. 


FEAR THAT ALL WILL QUIT. -

MONTEREY (Mex.) July 16.—-[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The strike of en- 
gineers and firemen employed on the 
Mexican International Railroad has 
completely tied up that system. It is 
reported that the American engineers 
employed on the Mexican National and 
Monterey and Mexican Gulf road will 
also strike for an increase of wages, 
and that they will demand a revision 
of the rules and regulations under 
which they are now working.
